Two days later that fruit market 
was closed up and we have not yet 
found out what happened to the pooi 
little schoolgirl with the American 
voice and the Japanese face, or he 
father, whose doings she couldn’t 
help. 

But my little fruit market is one 
of the very few that have been closed 
up. The first move of the Govern 
ment—following the attack on Pear! 
Harbor and the Philippines—was to 
“freeze” the assets of all Japanese 
nationals. But before the first week 
was over a rather desperate situation 
had arisen. The supply of fresh pro 
duce especially vegetables Was 
drying up, because more than 8&0 
of this business on the Californian 
coast is controlled by Japanese. And 
so the freezing order was cancelled 
as hurriedly as it was put in force, 
and the Japanese are now subjected 
only to certain restrictions over tra 
vel, ownership of cameras’ and 
radios, and a partial control of then 
assets. And practically all the mai 
kets are open again, with the smiling 
little yellow men and women remain 
ing as polite and obliging as thei 
customers remain polite and unsus 
pecting. The dealer-customer rela 
tionship is exactly as it was before 
Pearl Harbor is not only unmen 
tioned, it is unthought of, when we 
in California buy our lettuce and out 
grapefruit from the familiar little 
vellow people. 


A Second Task? 


But what am I getting all wrought 
up about? There hasn’t been any 
sabotage, has there? Any blowings 
up of bridges or dams, any mysteri 
ous airplane accidents, any explo 
sions in the oil fields? 

There has not. But were there any 
such acts in Honolulu prior to De 
cember 7th, or in Oslo prior to the 
grotesquely-easy German occupation 
of that city? 

The truth is, I think, that the Jap 
anese fifth column on the Pacific 
Coast long ago completed its first 
task, has not yet been set its second, 
and final, one.

Espionage and_= sabotage 
are far removed from the days of 
Captain Boy Ed. It would be a sign 
of weakness, rather than of strength, 
if a few bumbling attempts were 
made today to blow up the Panama 
Canal or Boulder Dam or Signal Hill 
as might have been done in the good 
old days when the noble Captain 
was spending German gold for his 
ineffectual activities in the Eastern 
States and Canada. 

It may be that the work the Jap 
anese fifth column has done to date 
on the West Coast is all that it will 
ever have to do. Certainly let us 
hope this. At Honolulu they seem to 
have done little more than lay the 
ground-work for the attack-—albeit 
that ground-work was pretty effec 
tive. Asa matter of fact the reports 
from Honolulu indicate little actual 
co-operation on the part of the huge 
Japanese population there, in the 
armed attack itself ‘he actual fil 
ing was done by the visitors.
